During the dramatic season, 
seniors ‘‘comic-ized'’ You Can't 
Take It With You, Juniors “an- 
ticed” in The Whole Town's Talk-

at the Bandrama. 

Fleet-footed track men scored first in 
both Valley and Regional meets; however, 
an earned Valley baseball championship 
had to be forfeited when one of the regu- 
lars broke g contract and became ineligible 
for play. 

Journalism’s "year of grace” was dis- 
tinguished by Arcadia Dyczewski's winning 
national first place in columns in Scholas- 
tics’ 10th Creative writing contest. Clara Sowulewski, 1939-40 co- 
editor, won a first in Michigan, honorable mention in the nation, in 
news-writing competition in the same contest. And at the second 
annual “distinguished alumnus” assembly, Frank A. Picard, '04, 
was honored by journalism pupils. 

1940 also recorded the departure of one of the few remaining 
"old guard” on the Trojan faculty. Miss Florence B. Barnard, 
Saginaw high’s first registrar, retired at the end of the school 
year, to be succeeded in September by “Chuck” Coulter, former 
chemistry “big-wig.” 

Saginaw’s musical genius brightened into prominence, too; 
the 75-piece marching band, the only high school unit ever to be 
invited to substitute twice for a college corps, appeared at two 
of Michigan State’s football classics; a cappella was the only 
school invited to sing for MEA’s Region II convention at Flint, in 
September.
